SPADAVECCHIO has been in almost daily telephonic contact 

with ANGELINI and CORTINA to discuss collections and payouts 
relating to this gambling operation.

He stated that JOE SPA's minimum juice loan now is 
$50,000 and that his loans are strictly to business men. He 
Stated that SPA formerly had a minimum of $1,000 on his juice 
loan. He stated that JOE SPA is a very disliked individual j 
among numerous hoodlums because of an overbearing cocky atti- 
tude and because he is known to be a weak individual in times 
of stress. He stated that JOE SPA exists only because BUCCIERI 
backs him. 


In a report dated March 26, 1962, a source advised 
that FIORE BUCCIERI and JOE "SPA" SPADAVECCHIO are partners in 
a juice operation in Chicago. According to this source, 
BUCCIERI is the actual owner of the Angel-Kaplan Sports Service, 
which according to the source, is one of the nation's largest 
sports handicapping service. The individual who operates 

gel-Kaplan for BUCCIERI is one DON ANGELINI, also known as 
DON ANGEL. 


On April ll, 1962, a Chicago source advised that one 
of the'individuals associated with the BUCCIERI organization is 
one JOE "SPA" SPADAVECCHIO. He advised that SPADAVECCHIO is by 
far the weakest member of the BUCCIERI organization and is an 
individual who is both nervous and afraid of being deeply 
involved in hoodlum operations. He advised that an example of 
this, SPADAVECCHIO was involved with FIFI BUCCIERI in connection 
with the Sterling-Harris deal. He advised that BUCCIERI had 
put up over $20,000 to the operators of Sterling-Harris on juice 
and for his part in the financing of the Sterling-Harris Ford 
Agency, he received about 50 automobiles when the operators of 
Sterling-Harris were unable to come up with their juice pay- 
ments or the principle. He advised that BUCCIERI and three 


other sources had supplied. money to the Sterling-Harris: Ford 
Agency financing them on juice. He did not know the identities 
of the other three organizations. who supplied money but when 
Sterling-Harris was pressed for payment and could not. come. up 
with the funds it was decided to take his cars as payment, 
selling them to hoodlums at low prices and give a bonus for 

the boy. SPADAVECCHIO represented BUCCIERI's interests in 
the'Sterling-Harris deal and when the heat. was on from news- 
papérs and investigating agencies, SPADAVECCHIO was badly 
shaken and was warned by BUCCIERI and several of BUCCIERI's 
associates to keep his mouth shut after SPADAVECCHIO had stated 
on several occasions that he did not want to go to jail.

SPADAVECCHIO enlisted in the U.S. Army in 1946 at 
Ft. Sheridan, Illinois however he only spent three months and 
24 days on active duty at which time he was honorably discharged 
because of a mental condition. He receives a ten percent 
veterans disability and at the time he was released he was 
released to the manager of the Veterans Administration Hospital 
in Danville, Illinois.  Psychiatrists classified SPADAVECCHIO's 
condition as "schizophrenic reaction, unclassified chronic 
severe." He was adjudged incompetent on March 3, 1948 and 
adjudged competent on September 17, 1957. Both judgments 
entered in the Probate Court of Cook County.
